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1 . Applicant's election with traverse of Group II in Paper filed 03/30/06 is 
acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that Group II is not a separate species 
from Group I because Figure 3 is not a separate species from Figure 2. The 
examiner agrees with the Applicant; however, Groups I and II are related as 
combination arid subcombination. . Inventions in this relationship are distinct if it can 
be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the 
subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) that the subcombination has utility 
by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant case, the 
combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as 
claimed because subcombination is not essential to combination. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

2. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claims 8-17 and 30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed 
invention is directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

Independent claim 8 recites a method for performing a mathematical function. It 
is noted that Applicant's specification does NOT detail the means plus functions of 
independent apparatus claim 30. Therefore, independent apparatus claim 30 is merely 
corresponding to method claim with means plus functions. 

To satisfy section 101 requirements, the claim must be for a practical application of the Sec. 101 judicial 
exception, which can be identified in various ways: 
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. The claimed invention "transforms" an article or physical object to a different state or thing. 
. The claimed invention otherwise produces a useful, concrete and tangible result, ... 

See "Interim Guidelines for Examination of Patent Applications for Patent Subject 
Matter Eligibility" OG Date: 22 November 2005. 

Since there is no physical transform to establish a practical application, a useful, 
concrete and tangible result appears to be lacking. Therefore, claims 8-17 and 30 
are directed to a non-statutory process. 

3. Claims 8-1 7 and 30 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 101 set forth in this Office action. 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Cited references are art of interest. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the recorded 
references do NOT teach or suggest the method of "determining a window type of the 
current frame..." (last step) feature as recited in independent claim 8. Similarly 
language is used in independent claims 18, 24 and 30.
